Prairie Sugar. 


It is estimated that the corn-stalks of 


this country contain more sugar than 
the whole world produces. This state- 
ment rests upon the authority of the 
3ommitlee of scicntilic experts appointed 
t>y tho Department of Agriculture to in- 
vestigate the sorghum question. Those 
jentleraen do not pursue this branch.of 
She saccharine subject to any practical 
conclus'on. They merely throw out the 
statement, leaving the feasibility of sav- 
ing tho sugar without sacrificing tho 
corn an open question. 
The practical 


part of the report made relates ex- 
3lusivoly to sorghum. 


Sorghum is tho "Su-rar-bush" of the 


prairie. Tho maple forests of the East- 
3rn and Middle States yield a sap which 
can be made into sirup or sugar, at the 
option of the maker, by the simplest 
process of boiling. But sorghum is not 
so tractabU?. 
It contain* a gum which 


jbstructs granulation. 
The Western 


'armer can easily supply himself with a 
sirup of fair!}1 good quality, but as for 
sugar he has always had to either buy it 
or go without. If by any simple process 
lome-made sugar could be procured at 
:he West, 
thu 
farmers, 
especially 


:he pioneers, would be very glad 
:o know it. 
It has been strenuously 


aeld that the manufacture of sugar by 
any process irom sorghum was imprac- 
ticable, but this is a nnstnko, aa the 
committee ha? abundantly 
demon- 


strated. A certain gummy' substance 
is formed in the process of sirup-pro- 
duction, but iho committee classes 
sugar-cane and sorghum together in 
this part.icu ar. 'Ihis bi> ng so. it is 
reasonable to expect that tho produc- 
tion of s gar from the eauo of so jyhum 
W,11 become a staple production of tho 
country. 
Whether the change from 


sirup to sugar can 1)0 effected to ad- 
vantngo on a homo made senlo, like 
maple sugar, is, however, doubtful. 


The demonstrations reached, which 


are of immediate importance to the 
practical sorghum raiser, are these: 
L. Work tho cane as soon as cut. 2. 
Do not allow succors in tho crop. 3. 
So immature cane .should bo mixed 
with the harvest crop. 
-I. Neither rain 


nor drought all'ucts the (]iialily of tho 
juice. 
."». Tho time to work up the crop 


is when the seed is ripe. 
f>. Uipo cane 


is not injured by frost. These ivrc the 
six points which the farmers will do 
well to bear in mind. 


Besides these epitoiv.ixcd points there 


are some general Jaets of interest noted. 
It scorns that there is a very close agree- 
ment between UK; sevjr.-il varieties of 
sorghum as 
su<''.ir-|)i'oducii)£j plants 


when fully deve! , i. but that the dif- 
ferent varieties Vi-.ry not loss than three 
months in tho k-ugili of time ro uired 
to mature the cane. 
Each grower 


should see that the variety grown by 
liim is adapted to his range of climate, 
and that is a very simple and easy mat- 
ter to decide. 


In quantity of sugar the sorghum is 


not inferior to the more tropical' ..•r.ao. 
It has been found that 11.,'W per cent, of 
tho weight of tho raw juice can bo ob- 
tained as sugar by the ordinary pro- 
cesses of manufacture. 
U.y getting out 


all tho sugar, by a nice chemical pro- 
cess; lli. 18 per cent, of the juice is 
crystalized. Of the stripped stalk 58.57 
percent, is juice. 
Kx-C'omm:ssioner of 


Agriculture Le Due deserves praise 
rather than ridicule for his y.eal in be- 
half of sorghum, however it mav be 
w.ththo ten-plant, and ho is justified by 
this report in indulging, an lie does, 
in a recent newspaper correspondence, 
in high hopes for the future of this in- 
dustry, although lie is more prophetic 
than historic in saying that "it C sugar- 
making from sorghum and corn-stalks') 
has been along time in vegetating and 
growing, yet it has now come to stay 
nnd to add another to the number of 
great commercial crops with which this 
blessed country of ours may come to the 
front in successful competition with 
any and al!." It is by no means im- 
probable that in the near future these 
broad prairies will acquire hardly les.-- 
prominence in sugar than in cereals and 
provis ons. Already Illinois aives prom- 
ise, as previously suggested, of soon 
becoming an important sugar State. 
Some years ago th'u experiment of rais- 
ing sugar from beets was tried on a large 
scale in the central par! of the state. -• 
Chicago inter Occnn.

Scenes of Terrible Destruction on Every 


Hand. 


THE MOST TOSASTBOUS ICE-FALL EYEE 


KNOWN—THK LIKE MAT NOT OCCTIE 


AOAIN IN A MPB-TIME. 


Saturday the BEPUBLIOAN gave n par- 


tial account of the wonderful ice fall of 
Friday night and its effect on business 
and property. 'The melancholy scenes 
witnessed on every hand and in every 
quarter of the city tell more strongly than 
words of the 


GENERAL HAVOC 


that has been done by the sudden and 
unwelcome visit of the ice king. The 
children of to-day may never witness such 
a scene of grandeur and destruction dur- 
ing their lifetime should they live for an 
hundred years, and the effects of the 
weight of ice upon the trees will often be 
noticed and referred to by the young peo- 
ple who in the years to come will be num- 
bered among "the oldest inhabitants" of 
Deoatur. The ice fall of Feb. 2,1883, is 
a part of our history, as is the deep snow 
of 1833, of which so few people living to- 
day have a personal knowledge. 


THB BiPTISH OF ICE. 


During Saturday night a slight breeze 


sprung up from the northwest, and in 
consequence of this many shade and fruit 
trees that might have been saved were 
ruined. On every side of every street in 
the city, branches of trees hang over the 
pavements, and in numerous places they 
touch the ground, and everywhere may 
be seen large and small limbs lying iu the 
streets and in the yards. It is a noticea- 
ble fact that old trees of every kind- 
cherry trees, soft maples and elms—suf- 
fered most, scarcely any of these escaping 
greater or less injury. Hard maples, box 
elders and walnut trees stand np well un- 
der the ice, though many of them are 
bent over. In the city park there is a sad 
destruction of tho beautiful shade trees, 
particularly on the south and east sides. 
Branches are lying about in all parts of 
the park. The havoc among tho fine 
trees is general at the home places of J. 
E. Bering, L. Burrows, Theo. A. Gehr- 
mann, John Hatfield, A. T. Hill, Judge 
Greer, and in other residence lots too nu- 
merous to mention. 


AT THE CEUIETEBY. 


The damage in Greenwood cemetery is 


comparatively light, though in many lots 
trees are bent over until they touch the 
ground, and branches are broken on". A 
number of the evergreens are also bent 
over. 


It is reported that in all parts of the 


country orchard and shade trees are more 
or less damaged, while the havoc among 
tho old trees iu the timber is very great. 


The bright sunlight of Sunday brought 


out Piper and Haws with their outdoor 
instruments. They have taken views of 
the more striking scenes about the city 
and will have them for sale. 


THE WIRES. 


On Sunday the Western Union tele- 


graph compimy had a force of 16 men at 
work all day getting the fallen wires and 
broken poles out of the way. The men 
will continue in their labor and get the 
wires in shape again for business as soon 
as possible. Manager Smith of the tele- 
phone exchange is waiting for material, 
such as poles, etc., ou which to place the 
displaced wires. Ten days or two weeks 
will probably elapse before all tho wires 
can be placed in position for use. There 
is a notice posted on the door at the Wes- 
tern Union office that messages can be 
sent out of Deoatur if delivered at the 
railway office of the T., B. & W. E. B.. (old 
I, D. & S. office), near the Union depot. 


Trains from almost every direction 


come in off time and at all hours. Sun- 
day morning's mail from the east came 
iu this morning, and later the regular 
train came iu from the past over the same 
road, bringing yesterday's mail. Trains 
from the west aud east run on card time. 


The damage to wheat and fruit cannot 


be estimated,but it is doubtless very seri- 
ous. 


The "1OO Wives" Play. 


Col. G. A. Pierce and James B. Buuni- 


on are the authors of the drama, "100 
Wives," to be presented here next Thurs- 
day night. They made a thorough study 
sf Mormon history and a sweeping search 
of Mormon literature before writing their 
play, and it may be confidently asserted 
hat the terrors aud infamies of Mormon 
ife have been in nowise exaggerated. It 
was Joseph Smith, the original "prophet" 
of the Mormon religion, who first taught 
married woman who came into the church 
;hat all former marriages were null and 
void, and that it was their duty to take 
new husbands from the Mormon fold. 
Womeu arc also instructed that their 
lope of a queen's dowry in the Celestial 
Kingdom depends upon their consenting 
:hat their husbands shall take other wjves. 
This delusion is impressed upon the Mor- 
mon women to such a degree that many 
of them are strong advocates of Polyga- 
my, and even urge plural marriages upon 
unwilling husbands. The doctrine of the 
"blood atonement" is historical, and Brig 
ham Young publiclv declared in one of 
his sermons that "blood should be spilled 
as a means of salvation," which became 
sufficient authority for murdering the 
enemies of the church and pursuing those 
who disputed its authority. Those who 
believe that the horrors of Mormonism 
are things of the past need only to be told 
that there were more polygamous mar- 
riages during the year 1880 than in any 
previous year of the Mormon church. It 
is the aim and scope of the play of "One 
Hundred Wives" to arouse American in- 
dignation and excite the power of the 
nation to wipe out this plague-spot upon 
American civilization.

The "Citizen" iu yesterday's Berald 


whcjpleads the "Baby Act" for Mr. Priest, 
must surely be the fossiliferous product 
of some antediluvian period, when com- 
petition and progress were unknown.

They further said that they would rather 
walk to the city than ride in his prime- 
val cars and witness the Bufferings of his 
snperannated quadrupeds, iu regard to 
which the attention of the last grand jury 
was called with reference to cruelty to 
animals. No one thing has done so much 
o discredit our city as this same Deoatur 
Street Bailway and Carrying company, 
mown in vulgar parlance as "The Day- 
ight. or Fair Weather line." Had the 
management of this line seen fit to run it 
n even a third-class manner, no opposi- 
;ion would be thought of; but the time 
IBS come to save our city from disrepute 
n this matter, and the Citizens' Street 
Railway company, if granted the fran- 
chise they pray for, will lay the founda- 
tion for a future first-class system of'street 
railways in Deeatur that will reach out 
in every direction as the people shall de- 
mand, which will bo a great credit to our 
city. As to obatructing the gravel street 
for purposes of ordinary traffic, the city 
council has power to regulate this matter 
so that a etreet-oar track will be a benefit 
rather than a detriment for this purpose.

An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 


roads. 


SECTION 1. Bo it urdaincd oy the City Council 


iif the, city of Decatui, Thut It snail bo unluwlul 
for any railroad t ouipany or corporation, con- 
ductor, euglnoor, Kguut or other employe of 
any such railroad company or corpoiutlun or 
other pi rson tnanusintr or controlling any 
locomotive engine, cur or triiin upon nny rail- 
oad track within the corporate iliuiis of said 
ity of Decatur, to drive, piopel or mn imy 
asscngcr train within tao limits of said city at 


Krcatcr ratxs of speed than ten miles per 


our, 
or to drive, propel or mn within said 


mils any locomotive engine, car or train, 
ther than a passeneor train, at n greater rute 
f apcod than six miles per hour, or in any 
launerto obstruct tho travel or passage along 
uy sidewalk or street oi' saul city by placing or 
caving upon, alonff or across any such pido- 
,ralk or street any truck, locomotive tnKino,car 
r train ol cars, or any material or thiny: wliat- 
oover for a loosei period than t n minutes at 
ny ono time, and immediately tnerealterfor 
ho full period of ten minutes, such sidewalk 
r street shall not be again obstructed. Any 
omuany, corporation or person violating-any 
rf tho provisions of this section, shall bo suta-

SUCTION :! That any vallroud company or 


jorpoiatlon, which does now or hereuttor may 
iporato any railroad within or through the 
corporate limits ot said city ol Ftocatur, shiill 
eonstruet and maintain safe, commodious and 
convenient crossings across tho traelc ot such 
rallioad where tho same intorsccts any street, 
ano or avenue of said city the lull width of 
puch street, lano or avenue, and shall also 
nalEO and maintain suCicient and proper con- 
duits, cuhertB and gutte s to cuny off nil 
water under or along: such raihoad track. Tho 
lity Superintendent of Streets shall, from 
time to time, notity in wiitintr the station 
igt-nt or other ofliceror agent of any railroad 
company nloresaid, within what time and in 
what manner sitid city will require tho con- 
struction or repair of tho crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters aiorcsaid; and upon fail- 
ure of such luilroad company to construct or 
repair such crossings, conduits, culverts nnd 
irutters aforesaid pursuant to the notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
said city ono hundred dollars; nnd upon the 
persistent refusal oi such railroad company 
to comply with the notice aforesaid for a period 
of thirty days alter judgment ior The flrst ana 
each successive iortclture, such railroad com- 
pany shall lorlelt to said city a like sum of one 
hundred dullai-s. 


SEOJMO •• 3. Any person having the manage- 


ment of any railroad locomotive, who shall run 
oiMirivcthe same within the corporate limits
